Professor F. H. Loud director of observa' 


tlon for the Colorado Meteorological nyocla- 
lion Is of tho opinion that there, was a con- 
nection between the sprinkle of rain and the 
wlpd, tho former being an unusual occur- 
rence at this time of tha year. 


The velocity of tha wind was not near 10 


great yesterday as in the storm of about a 
month ago when It reached serpnty-two mile* 
an hour. The barometer, however, reached a 
lower point In yesterday's etoiui than In the 
previous one, when It registered £3.S. Yester- 
day It registered 2J ",. There was a veiy rapid 
fall In the twcntynfour hours preceding the 
storm, amounting to nearly 7 Inches. From 
~ p. m. of Wednesday to 2 p. m. of Thurs- 
day the wind blew a dls'«nca of 761) miles, 
which is «n average of ^2^ miles per hour, 


Tha appearance of the sky was about the 


same as that _durlng the previous blows. 
Heavy clouds hung about the horizon and the 
PeAfr was enveloped in an Impenetrable nilst 
nearly the entire day. 
The noticeable differ- 


ence between tha storm of yesterday and Its 
counterpart of a month previous, w»5 that 
there was not the regularity In the velocity of 
tho wind, but that it cama In t;usts and blasts. 
During tha night the wind wonld frequently 
Bubsido, but only for a mlnnla or two, when 
the roar of an approaching 
blast could be 


heard. 


The r»ln in the early uirt of the evening 


succeeded In keeping tho dust down for a 
little while but before the wind had been 
blowing an hour clouds of daBt and fine &»nd 
were rnshlnz through tbe cross streets. ,M»ny 
thought that tha wind was greater than In 
the previous Btcrm, though the Irregularity of 
its velocity TS« a subject ot remark. 


The damage by tho storiu &3f»ras we could 


learn is not nnar so great or serious as thi.t 
brought abont tho etorm a month ago.
